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To  the  Chairman  and  Members

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1965. 

There  is  little  of  comment  to  be  made  concerning  the  vital  statistics 
except  to  call  your  attention  to  the  low  birth  rate  12.59  as  compared  with 
that  of  England  and  Wales  18.0  per  1,000  population  and  to  the  high  death 
rate  15.03  as  compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  11.5.  These  figures 
vd  uld  appear  to  be  consistent  with  the  migration  of  younger  people  in  search 
of  work  leaving  the  older  peoplo  behind.  Of  the  deaths  52$  were  attributable 
to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system. 

Among  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases  there  were  no  cases  of 
dysentery,  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  or  tuberculosis  recorded.  In 
connection  with  the  latter  three  diseases  immunisation  was  continued  in 
the  school  during  the  year  and  the  responses  were  satisfactory(further 
details  are  recorded  in  the  report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  1965). 

Your  Child  Welfare  Clinic  continues  to  be  well  attended  and  thanks 
are  due  to  you  for  allowing  your  Council  Offices  to  be  used  temporarily 
for  clinic  purposes. 

The  report  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector  is  attached. 

In  conclusion  you  will  be  gratified  that  the  general  state  of  health 
is  being  maintained  at  a  good  level  in  so  far  as  public  health  is  concerned 
and  I  would  like  to  thank  you  and  the  Council  staff  for  their  help  and 
assistance  during  the  year.
